‘AT GUTHRIE. 


THE LIVELY BOOM TOWN BURIED IN BED 


A SIMOON - 


A Fatile Attempt to Organize a Town Gov- 
ernment—Meetings Held Several Times a 
Day—Gambling in Pall Blast—The Handi- 


capped Railroad—Jack Hayes’ Influence 
—Danger of a Small-Pox Epidemic. 


GuTHEI£, Oklahoma, April 27.—A simoon 
swept the desert yesterday and Guthrie is 
buried in red dust. The wind rose at dawn, 
swooping down from the cloudless sky, and 
the red sand of the plain was driven before it 
all day in stinging, stifling masses. Tents 
collapsed, roofs were raised and everything 
light and loose was blown away. There are 
now five cities included in this camp—North, 
South and West Guthrie and Guthrie proper. 
The latter covers the 320 acres supposed to 
have been set apart for town purpoges 
and includes the depot, post-office and 
land office, about whieh the heart of the city 
may be said to pulsate. The others circum- 
scribe the suburbs witb tents and Diankets. 
These have already selected their mavors and 
boards of aldermen, but Guthrie is still in the 
throes of selection. Official notice was circu- 
lated Thursday night that an election was to 
be held nezt morning. When daylight came 
about 5,000 men, not ineluded inthe waiting 
throngs at the land-office and Post-omce, 
gathered near the depot. A certain Volner 
Hoggett of Huron, Dak., a Dr. Hill of Oregon 
and a Judge Kelly of Kansas were 
nominated. It was decided that a plurality 
would not be recognized; but that the lucky 
man must have a majority over all. The proj- 
ect of a viva voce yote was paralyzed by the 
bellowing,cat- calling, houad-howling and law- 
less uproar that attended She first auestion. 
Then a scheme to ballot had to be abandoned 
for want of pencil and paper gufficient to poll 
the vote. After considerable Rgrse play the 
self-constituted managers succeeded in sep- 
arating the crowd into three groups, one for 
each candidate. Judge Kelly’s retinue was so 
small that he withdrew. The  affect- 
ing speech he attempted to make was 
interrupted by the overturning of 


the flour barrel on which be stood. The two 
other crowds seemed quite evenly matched, 
and the count was begun. Meanwhile the 
wind dlew and the red sand flew, the crowd 
shifted and the canvassers t mixed in the 
count, so thatit was decid to adjourn the 
election subject to the movement of the spirit 
or the call of Providence. Nobody knows 
how meetings are convened or how teinporary 
officers are elected. At periods during the 
day the population suspends its cattie-like 
forage for water and food, and clusters 
with a rush at some point. One wan, 
altogether on his oon motion, introduces the 
subject to be discussed. he proves to 
possess that nameless qual which makes a 
good presiding officer, holds the place.

that has selzed upon the minds of the people 
in regard to this fell destroyer. It seems that 
aman named Joseph Elisworth of Kansas 
City, more recently from Leadville, 
was taken down on —— on his return 
from Guthrie and Okloboma City, and is now 
uarantined at a bouse near the Santa Fe 
liread shops. It is reported that this man 
stood in line at the land office at Guthrie for 
four hours while. waiting to file his claim on 
Tuesday, thus exposing to an attack all those 
with whom he came in contact at that time. 
As the trains are crowded Ar day detween 
Arkansas City, Guthrie, klahoma Oity 
and Purcell, the disease may have 
already spread to those towns. The 
people who have heard of this 
case are anticipating = epidemic, The firgt 
outbreak will result nearly depopulating 
these embryo cities in Oklahoma. Dr. Moore 
of Arkansas City, who is in attendance on Elis - 
worth, says it isa genume ease of smallpox, 
and the people are excited over the matter, 
althoagh the officials say they can undoubt- 
edly keep it from spreading. ey talk quite 
seriously of establishing a quarantine on the 
Oklahoma Region, as they have dubbed the 
new Territory.

A BRITISH BARK IN DISTRESS,

NEw YorK, April 27.—Shipping people down 
town were thrown into a state of ese ement 
to-day when the news reached them that the 
bark J. Walter Scammell was off Bedloe’s 
Island flying signals of distress.

PENALTY OF MARRYING A TITLE, 


An American Lady’s Financial Experience 
With Ser Noble Husband, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

‘NEw Tonk, April 27.—Another instance of 1 
a girl—a Southern one at that—marrying 6 
foreigner for the sake of a title, and upon 
whom she bestowed a part of her fortune, 
which he squandered in a most reckless fash- 
ion, was brought to light yesterday in Su- 
preme Court Chambers, before Judge 
Ingraham, in the course of a Ntigation iv 
which she seeks to be relieved of paying 
heavy debts which her husband incurred. 


This — was born in Georgia, and was s 
daugh of Ira Peck, who later re- 
moved to Hartford, Conn., and became 
one of the wealshiess residents of 
that State. He died in 1870, 
leaving a large estate in trust for his family— 
six children—a portion being set apart for his 
three daughters, one of whom was Mary, the 
subject of this narrative. She is a pretty 
blonde, something over 30 years of age. Not 
long after her father’s death she went abroad 
and in Paris met and in ashort time married 
Giovanni Danes!, a gentleman of Italian birth. 
Within five years after her marriage two of 
her brothers died, and she inherited from 
them a fortune of $85,000. This mone 
— the yearly income which she receiv 

rom her father’s estate, amounting to 
nearly $140,000, she handed over to 
her husband, which he expended about 
as rapidly as he got it. They traveled about 
Europe until the fall of 1884, when they re- 
turned to this city, and since that time have 
lived in various places in this country. On 
March 3, 1888, Mrs. Danesi was served with 

pers in a suit against herself and husband, 

rought by James L. Skillin as executor of the 
estate of Giovinn! Battista Smerigiio,formerly 
a merchant of Turin, Italy, to recover about 
$40,000 for moneys advanced to Danesi be- 
tween June, 1883, and May, 1884, for which he 
had executed promissory notes, which his 
wife, at his request, had signed as guarantor, 
Danesi took the papers, telling his wife that 
he would attend tothe matter. 

A KEAVY JUDGMENT. 

Mrs. Danesi thought no more of the suit un- 
tilshe signed an answer prepared by ber at- 
torney, W. P. Burr. The next thing she 
learned was that on May7 last a judgment 
was/taken against her for $56,452.15, which in- 
cluded the amount of the notes, together with 
$13,206.47 interest. The judgment could not 
be satisfied in this State and proceedings were 
taxen in Hartford, Conn., with a view to get- 
ting atthe trust estate there, which action is 
still pending. 

Yesterday Atmon Goodwin of Vanderpoel, 
Cumming & Goodwin made a motion before 
Judge Ingraham toset aside the judgment 
against Mrs. Danesi and to permit her to de- 
fend the action. He contended that the de- 
fault was procured through the neglect of her 
former attorney and that justice demanded 
that she should not be compelled to pay for 
large expenditures which her husband had in- 
curred.

They understand thatin every 
State there are municipalities in which 
the prohibition sentiment is strong enough 
to enforce prohibition by home rule, and 
with the popular, acquiescence which 
home rule always commands, while in 
every State there are other municipali- 
ties in which the popular opposition to 
prohibition is strong enough to make its 


enforcement by State law worse than a: 


failure, as is the case in Maine, Iowa and 
Kansas. 

With a similar appreciation of the 
power of home rule and local sentiment to 
promote or defeat all kinds of temperance 
legislation, there are thousands of voters 
ready to support the highest license the 
will of any municipality may impose on 
the liquor traffic by local option, but un- 
willing to support State legislation arbi- 
trarily fixing different local license rates 
for different municipalties regardless of 
the will of any community affected there- 
by. 

If prohibition should be left by the State 
to local option, so should the local taxrate 
for local purposes. It is reasonable to as- 

me that the people of each municipality 
are the best judges of how much local tax- 
ation the traffic will bear. A license tax 
for State purposes is bound to be the same 
throughout the State, and the Legislature 
is forbidden to levy any tax for Jocal pur- 
poses, butis now considering bills to im- 
pose arbitrarily different rates of taxation 
for local purposes on the liquor traffic in 
the different municipalites of the State. 

Aside from its disregard of the Consti- 
tution, this is a most hazardous abandon- 
ment of the local option and home rule 
policy. The fact that a $3,000 license rate 
has been successfully enforced in Moberly, 
or in any other small city where public 
sentiment favors it, is no proof that it can 
be made to work in some other and much 
larger city where hundreds of thousands 
of good citizens are irreconcilably op- 
posed to it. The prohibition that works 
well in the small towns and rural districts 
of Kansas and lowa, merely fills their 
cities with blind tiger“ saloons, and 
the same effect might be produced in 
St. Louis by a high license tax adapted to 
the circumstances and the local sentiment 
of Moberly.

LABOR LEARNING. 

WHEN CLEVELAND was elected the mill 
lords of Fall River reduced the wages of 
operatives on the ground that Democratic 
ascendency anda threatened revision of 
thejtariff made business bad. They did 
this in the face of reports signed by Secre- 
tary BLAINE and Secretary EVARTS show- 
ing that the Fall River operatives pro- 
duced 50 per cent more cloth for the 
wages received than operatives in English 
cotton mills. And so through four years 
of a Democratic Administration Fall 
River mill stocks commanded premiums 
of from 20 to 150 per cent and paid divi- 
dends of from 10 to 20 per cent. When 
HARRISON was elected and tariff reduc- 
tion surely postponed for another four 
years, the Fall River operatives struck 
for a raise of Wages, but were soon forced 
to resume work at the old rates. Thus 
does the campaign of education progress, 
and numerous object lessons of this sort 
showing labor that protection raises divi- 
dends and mill stock premiums, but not 
the wages of labor, will probably bring 
President Harrison face to face witha 
big Democratic majority in the next 


Congress.

“WE CENTENNIAL PEOPLE.’’ 


Mr. Stuyvesant Fish’s Letter Intended as a 
Threat to Gov. Green. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

New YORK, April2?7.—‘*‘We Centennial peo- 
ple“ is the latest. This is the term by which 
Mr. Stuyvesant Fish characterizes himself 
and his associates. It appears in a letter to 
Mr. Simms of Philadeiphia, who has charge of 
the Presidential transportation arrangements 
in that city. The publication of the substance 
of that letter makes a brilliant climax to the 


many startling scintillations which have from 
time to time burst forth from Mr. Fish during 
this centennial season. The letter reads prac- 


tically as follows: 

The Presidential party must leave Gov. Green's 
house at Elizabeth by 9 o’clocx on Monday morning. 
If Gov. Green will not guarantee that this will be 
done, we centennial people will arrange that the!’ res- 
idential train will not stop at Elizabeth at all. This 
is intended as a threat to Gov. Green. We do not ex- 
pecttomake this change in any of our plans and do 
not want to as Gov. Green will probably yield to this 
threat. 

April 18, 1889. 

This remarkable letter was evolved from a 
train of circumstances which form the history 
of New Jersey’s share in the reception to 
President Harrison and his party. It was, 
however, in no wise a result of these circum- 
stances. It is a truly wonderful threat and a 
wonderful letter. veral weeks ago Gov. 
Green, at the suggestion of ‘‘we centennial 

eopie,’’ arranged to receive the President at 

ie home in Elizabeth, and enter- 
tain him at breakfast. At that 
time it was arranged that the 
Presidential 4 was to embark at Elisa - 
bethport for New York at 11 o’clock, so Gov. 
Green had eed to fillin the time between 
the arrival of the President from Washington 
and his departure for New York with a 
breakfast and a reception to which the most 
prominent people in the State were invited. 
After all these arrangements had been made 
and approved 15 we centennial ople, it 
was discovered that the tide was high an hour 
earlier than was expected and that the party 
would have to embark earlier than had 
been arranged. For some inscrutible rea- 
son it was not deemed proper for ‘‘we 
centennial people“ to communicate this fact 
directly to Gov. Green, so the above letter 
was sent. Gow. Green is a mari whose blood 
is of the bluest. It took him about four 
minutes to address Mr. Fish in substantially 
the following manner: 

„Although this letter was not sent to me in 
the first instance, the fact that a copy is sent 
in this manner makes it practically mine. I 
will, therefore, reply that I would be most 
happy to accede to any reasonable uest, 
but will not change my plans for Mr. Stuy- 
vesant Fish or any other man under a threat.

The career 
ofthe average pitcher 
is sadly brief. After 
years of earnest en- 
deavor he peobably suc- 
ceeds in becoming effi- 
cient in his line, and 
then after two, three or 
four seasons of promi 
nence he drops out to 
be heard of no more. If 
he be a particularly 
bright light in his line 
much of for the time be- 
ing. He is lionized by the press and people, 
but at the end of his brief, meteoric career he 
is turned out without a word of regret and the 
world soon forgets he ever existed. 

Of all the pitchers this country ever pro- 
duced none maintained their reputations 
as long as Bobby Mathews and 
Jim Galvin. The former, after 
years of service, was dropped a few 
seasons ago, while Galvin is still pitching,and 
pitching fairly well, too, forthe Pittsburg 
League team. Ot the two Galvin has been 
the greater pitcher. Until acouple of years 
ago he had for several seasons stood at the 
very top of pitchers, while Mathews was 
really very weak long before he was finally 
retired, and atno time could he be said to 
have equalled Galvinin effectiveness. When 
Nicholland the only Nolan came out with 
the curve pitch, tricky Bobby Mathews 
was one of the first to catch and adopt the 
innovation, and this change in his style gave 
him a new lease of life. In his latter days he 
had an extremely wide curve, but pitched so 
slow a ball that the batsmen had plenty of 
time to gauge and hit bis delivery. Even in 
his most successful games he was generally 
batted hard and a large percentage of the 
opposing side went out on long flies tothe 
outfielders. While Galvin has a decided 


curve, and several of them, he has also been 
a Very speedy pitcher, and no twirler watches 
the bases so cleverly as gentle James. 

When base ball was first firmly established 
by the organization of the National League, 
Al Spalding of the Bostons, and Dick Me- 
Bride of the Athietics of Philadeiphia were 
the crack twirlers of the country. Those 
were the davs of straight-arm pitching. Jim 
White, familiarly known as the Deacon, 
was Spaiding’s catcher and was considered 
the best in the country. He stood very erect 
behind the bat and was a splendid thrower to 
bases, He 16 still omg oe ball, and both the 
Washington and ittsburg clubs have 

mn endeavoring to secure his services 
as a third baseman, which position he filled 
forthe Detroits, the winners ofthe League 
championship in 1887. John Clapp was back- 
— 1 McBride and was rated next to White 
in the position. Afterward Clapp came to St. 
Louis and played with the Browns. In those 
days pitchers did not have the speed they now 
have, and one man would go into the box for 
his club every game during the season. It was 
not nearly so hard work as the swift throw- 
ing of the present day and it was also much 
lighter for the catchers. McBride dropped out 
ot sightsoon after the organization of the 
League and was heard of no more. Spalaing 
served for some time afterward and is now 
err of the Chicago base ball club, the 
ead of the — pe sporting goods house in 
the country and a man worth several hundred 
thousand dollars. 


About the 
same time Nicholl and the ‘‘Only Nolan’’ 
bobbed up as phenomena with their curves, 
but their fame was very short-lived. For a 
year or so they puzzled the country and struck 
out numbers of batsmen in every game, but 
the players soon got onto their style and ham- 
mered them out of the box. Both players 
made their fame while attached to clubs not 
members of the League. Nichol! was afterward 
signed by the Browns, but proved a failure. 
Deviin of the Louisvilles—then in the League 
had a particularly swift underhand throw and 
came to the front asapitcher. He was signed 
by the St. Louis Olub, but never played here 
as he, Halland Craver, all of the same team, 
were expelled for selling games. This broke 
the St. Louis team, which would certainly 
have been eer of the League that year. 

Whitney and umnton of Boston, Corcoran 
of Chicago, McCormick of Cleveland, Rad- 
bourne of Providence and Gaivin, then 
of Buffalo, came to the front as the crack 
pitchers of the country later, and Foutz, 
Caruthers, Clarkson, Keefe and others since. 
Foutz has played out and the others are weak- 
ening, so that at the present time a new crop 
ofcrack pitchers is comMmg up. King and 
Chamberlain of the Browns promise to be 
among the bunch. Sweeney had a brief reign 
as a king pin pitcher, but lasted less than two 
years.

The negro offered his hand to Cardiff, 
but the latter would not acknowledge he was 
whipped. After a few more blows, however, 
the referee awarded Jackson the fight. 

Cardiff weighed 18 pounds and Jackson a 
trifle less than 200.
